THE LAW OF INCREASE 


“What hast thou in the house?’—2 Kings 4:2 


Last week in this column I gave you part of the 
previous Sunday's address, and as my talk of Sunday 
last was a follow up on that address, I am again giv- 
ing you part of it here, for the benefit of those who 
did not hear it, and also to refresh the minds of those 
who did. 


The text is taken from the record of a miracle in — 


which God, a man and a woman had part. A prophet 
of God had died, and evidently the people to whom 
he had preached and prophesied had done very little 
tor him while he lived, for his passing left his widow 
in poverty. The credtors had come and strpped her 
house of all they thought of value, and had even 
threatened to sell her sons for slaves. In her trouble 
she turned to Elisha for help, but he too was a poor 
man, he too was a prophet of God. However he lis: 
tened sympathetically, and when she had told him all 
he asked her a strange question, “What hast thou in 
the house?” Her answer was, “Nothing,—Nothing but 
a pot of oil.” The prophet bade her get as many emp- 
ty vessels as she could find or borrow, and to fill 
them from the pot, This she did, and as she poured 
the oil continued to flow until every vessel was filled 
and when this oil was sold she had enough to dis- 
charge her debts, as well as a tidy margin on which 
she and her sons could live for some time. 

By this miracle, God not only relieved the wi- 
dow’'s necessity, but He set His seal to a law of uni- 
versal application, namely, “that increase in every 
sphere, comes by the blessing of God, upon that 
which we already have.” Thus when a man ‘of woman 
or a Church is asked the question, “What have you in 
the house?" It becomes those who are asked to answer 
very carefully. It is useless to answer, “Nothing” and 
stop at that. From “Nothing” comes “Nothing.” God 
will not create for those who will not produce. God 
must have a starting point. You must find what you 
have in the house, little or much, and put it to use. 
We have “Something” and it is that something that 
God is asking you for, when He says, “What have you 
in the house?” and there can be no sidestepping the 
issue, no getting away with “Nothing” as an answer, 
for God knows what you have, You cannot fool God. 

This law applies in many ways. It applies to 
“Your desire to serve God and help your fellow men.” 
Do you have that desire? Do you say, “I ought to do, 
I want to do, but I have nothing to do with?” Bring 
outwhat you HAVE, do what you CAN. Service is 
currenéy in the Kongdom of God. Even the “cup of 
cold water” will not lose its reward, and you surely 
have that. 

It applies to our “Growth in Grace.” Is your faith 
weak? Your love cold? Your hope dim? Are you sat- 
isfied with yourself as you are? You will never grow 
better by simply wishing to be better. “What have 
you in your heart? A little faith? Bring it out and use 
it. A little love? Begin to pour it out. A little enthus- 
iasm for the things of God? Begin to do something 
for God, for others, for your Church. You will find 


no lack of empty vessels. And remember—the Gracey 


that serves—is the Grace that Grows. 

This law also applies to the ‘Forward movement 
ot the Church.” Do we say, “We want our Church to 
go forward?” “We want to see it better supported.” 
“We want to do more for it and for our minister.” 
“But we don’t know how we can do it?. Is that what 
we say? Then the question comes again, “What have 
you in the house?” And it is for every man and wo- 
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man concerned to see that every 
“pot of oil’; eevry effort we can 
muster; every means we contrive; 
and every dollar we raise, is used 
for the purpose intended, the busi- 
ness of the Church, and the contin- 
uance in the community of that bus 
iness upon which depends the well- 
being of every man, woman and 
child, not only in time, but also in 
eternity. 

We must put what we have to 
use, that is the law of increase. We 
cannot expect God to give us more, 
unless we use what we already 
have. We cannot expect God to do 
more, unless we do all we can our- 
selves. We must use what we have 
in the house, whether it be oil, or 
finances or manpower. Remember- 
ing that where our work ends, 
there God's work begins, and that 
when our resources ‘flow out—then 
God’s resources flow in, We are to 
do our part first. God performs the 
miracle only when we have done 
our utmost.

Ottawa, Feb. 5—The sugar ration- 
ng order of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board permits some latitude 


interpretation should be placed up- 
on this, it’ is pointed out, than the 
meanng plainly conveyed. Difficulty 
of access to stores is the qualifying 
circumstance, not the mere fact 
that the purchaser may be a farmer 
or other rural dweller. 

There are in some parts of the 
country settlers and others who 
make only seasonal or infrequent 
visits to a source of supply, and in 
some rural areas the residents are 
isolated from time to time in winter 
by weather or road conditions. For 
these it was reasonable and neces- 
sary to make provision in the ration 
ing order. But rural residents who 
n the ordinary course drive fre- 
quently to a shopping centre are 
not entitled to buy any more sugar 
than consumers in towns and cities; 
that is, a supply for two weeks. ‘ 

Store keepers in country districts 
have been asked to refuse, where 
this course is justified, requests for 
more tha nstandard ration. 

In any case, the special provision 
on behalf of those remote from 
source of supply confers no exemp- 
tion from the limitation upon con- 
jsumption, Whatever quantity may 
be obtained, the law still requires 

‘adherence to the ration maximum 
of three-quarters of a pound per 
person per week. 


TO SAVE STEEL 


BRITAIN HAS FOUND GLASS 
IS GOOD SUBSTITUTE 

Britain is using glass to save steel 
It is translucent, toughened glass 
which can take the place of steel 
as the top plate of hot, cabinets in 
cafes and restaurants safely stand- 
_ ing up to temperatures of 125 to 150 
degrees. In these days, when can- 
teens and cafeterias are provided in 
all factories over a certain size, the 
quanity of steel which can be saved 
is therefore considerable. - 

By admitting light to the cabinet, 
toughened glass lessens the work of 
the canteen staff in cleaning it and 
in serving the food. The glass takes 
a slightly longer time than steel to 
warm up, but it holds tahe heat bet- 
ter, thls substantially reducing heat 
ing costs, particularly in canteens 
with lengths of hot cabinets or a 
battery of steamers. And, of course 
the glass costs less than the valuable 
steel which it releases for the war.

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The Purchase of Sugar is 
Now Regulated by Law 


A A prudent precaution, the quantity of sugar which may lawfully be consumed 
in any household is now restricted by law to an amount of three-quarters of 
one pound per person per week, and it is now unlawful to purchase more than two 


weeks’ supply at any one time or to make any purchase if present supplies are 
sufficient for more than two weeks. 


This step has been taken to conserve the satisfactory reserve stock of sugar in 
Canada and is an assurance to the consumer that there is no reason for heavy 
buying of sugar. 

Ration coupons will not be used to enforce the sugar limitations in Canada. The 
supply of sugar in our country has been under control for more than two and a 


half years and the homekeeper has always been able to satisfy her needs; she will 


continue to be able to do so and the price ceiling law protects her against any 
increase in price. 


The maintenance of the new regulation governing the purchase of sugar 
rests, as the success of all laws in a democratic country must rest, upon the 


loyal support of the people. Any consumption of sugar in excess of the quantity 


stipulated by this regulation is not only an offence against the law, but is also 
a betrayal of the war effort and consequently an offence against decency. 


Reports received from retailers indicate that in some districts there has been 
misunderstanding of the requirements of the law. In some cases, people are under 
the impression that: they should at once lay in a sufficient supply for two weeks; this 
of course is not necessary because a continued supply of sugar is assured. In other 
cases it has been assumed that a greatly restricted ration is to be made effective in the 
near future. This is incorrect because The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has 
already stated that the sugar supply situation is such that requirements of the 
consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a pound per week can readily be supplied. 


As a means of protecting consumers from unknowingly breaking the law, it is 
suggested to retailers that, for the present, they limit sales to any one customer to’ 
an amount of not more than five pounds.
